MDEQ likely to approve EDS’s Citrin Road site

Despite years of public protest 
and a recommended denial by a 
Site Review Board, the Michigan 
Department of Environmental 
Quality is poised to issue the final 
permit that will allow Environ¬ 
mental Disposal Systems (EDS) to 
begin construction of their mile- 
long deepwell. 

The injection well, once com¬ 
pleted, will inject wastewater 
more than 4000 feet below the 
earth’s service. The wastewaters 
can contain acids, sulfides, brines 
and cleansing solutions. They can¬ 
not contain flammables, explo¬ 
sives, poisons, radioactives or 
PCB’s. 

The permit issuance will mark 
the end of a ten year bitter and 


boisterous battle that pitted resi¬ 
dents and the City against EDS 
and at times, MDEQ. The issue 
ended the career of one of south¬ 
east Michigan’s most prominent 
mayors, Beverly McAnally, and 
made a politician out of one of the 
well’s most outspoken opponents- 
Debbie Romak 

It all began in the fall of 1990. 
EDS requested and received per¬ 
mission from various state agen¬ 
cies and the Romulus City Council 
to begin testing the viability of the 
facility. Ironically, when Doug 
Wicklund, President of EDS, first 
approached the Council in 1990, 
to a man, they were all highly en¬ 
thusiastic about the project 

Of course, part of that enthusi¬ 
asm was generated by a financial 
carrot, Wicklund had dangled in 
front of the Council. At that point 


he was willing to give the City five 
percent royalty payments- an 
amount that could generate mil¬ 
lions for the City. 

Thus, EDS, assuming they had 
the City’s blessing, obtained all the 
necessary permits and spent near¬ 
ly $2,000,000 digging their mile- 
long injection well. But opposition 
began building as they neared 
completion. A group known as 
RECAP (Romulus Environmental¬ 
ists Care About People) began to 
attend council meetings and be¬ 
gan a grassroots campaign to op¬ 
pose the well and all politicians 
that might favor it 

On October 18, 1993, the City 
Council voted to file a lawsuit in 
Wayne County Circuit Court. It 
was a unanimous vote, but accord¬ 
ing to one retired councilman, 
Jimmie Raspberry, the lawsuit

PINNACLE • What’s in the fine print

In a three-part series ended last 
week, we analyzed a Wayne County 
proposal to the state for establish¬ 
ment of a ‘Technology Park” In to¬ 
day's article we take a look at what 
the state law would allow should 
the Pinnacle project receive such a 
designation 

Before the state (Michigan Eco¬ 
nomic Development Corporation 
or MEDC) could name the Pinna¬ 
cle project as a “Technology Park, 
the county would set up an “au¬ 
thority” controlled by six board 
members all appointed by the 
county executive with one each 
“recommended” by Romulus and 
Huron Valley Township. The au¬ 
thority has sweeping powers un¬ 
der the state law.

With MEDC approval, the au¬ 
thority could sell or lease facilities 
at lower than “market value.” If 
sold or leased to a private “per¬ 
son” a reimbursement and penal¬ 
ty provision would have to be in¬ 
cluded if the properties were 
resold or sub-leased, unless the 
“person” were a corporation in 
which case the reimbursement 
and penalties could be waived. 

Thus the authority would be in 
a position to “pick and choose” 
which companies would get “be- 
low market” subsidies and which 
would not 

Proceeds from the sale or lease 
of properties within the bound¬ 
aries of the Pinnacle would be re¬ 
tained by the authority for further 
development Proceeds from sale 
or lease of properties outside the 
boundaries of the Pinnacle must 
be returned to the communities in 
the proportion to which their tax 
revenue funded the development 

After the Technology Park is es¬ 
tablished, the authority may 
amend or alter the boundaries of 
the district, following the same 
procedure used in establishing 
the original boundaries. 

Failure of any party to comply 
with the terms of its agreement 
would not jeopardize the Technol¬ 
ogy Park status. 

Under current law, only ten 
Technology Park designations will 
be awarded and that must be 
done by December 31,2002. 

There are many other provi¬ 
sions in the state law that space 
does not allow consideration at 
this time. The Romulus Roman 
will follow the unfolding of this 
project and cover other aspects, as 
thev become relevant

was only a tactic to buy time until 
after the 1993 election- an election 
concerned current incumbents 
because they were under a great 
deal of heat from well opponents. 

In an affidavit, Raspberry 
wrote, ‘At the urging of the Mayor, 
we voted to sue EDS as a means to 
“buy time” until after the election, 
which was scheduled to be held 
about two weeks later...after the 
election we intended to settle with 
EDS, and allow the well to oper¬ 
ate.” 

In another affidavit, former 
councilperson Pete Bergeron, 
wondered where the sudden op¬ 
position to the well had come 
from. “There was plenty of notice 
prior to drilling the well in July 
and August of 1993...I am not 
aware of anyone on behalf of the 
City making any objection or try¬ 
ing to stop the well project” 

Officially the reason for the 
lawsuit was that the well site was 
improperly zoned. Obviously, 
Wicklund was in state of shock. He 
had just finished drilling the 
deepwell and now, after three 
years the City had decided to sue 
his company. 

The election came and went, 
and McAnally posted a healthy 
victory over well opponent Mary 
Collins. Much to Raspberry’s cha¬ 
grin, however, the City did not 
back away from its lawsuit The 
RECAP opposition only got 
stronger, and councilpeople, what¬ 
ever their private thoughts were, 
demanded their attorney’s press 
oa 

They did and Circuit Judge 
Claudia Morcum issued a ruling 
in the City’s favor and placing an 
injunction on EDS and the well. 
Rather than end the saga, the rul¬ 
ing only served to jumpstart a pro¬ 
tracted legal battle that continued 
on and on and oa 

For the next two years EDS be¬ 
gan a public relations campaign 
that they hoped would result in 
bringing City Council to the bar¬ 
gaining table. They commissioned 
studies, initiated focus groups, 
and paid opinion survey groups to 
show that the majority of resi¬ 
dents favored the well. 

Part of their strategy was to 
show how much the City was 
spending on attorney fees. In the 
summer of 1994 they claimed that 
number was as high as $250,000, 
and if Romulus continued the le¬ 
gal battle at their current pace the 
City would soon be bankrupt 

At a pre-trial conference in July f 
of 1995, Wicklund offered to move 
his operation to a new site where 
zoning would be proper. After 
much discussion with city attor¬ 
ney’s they decided to purchase 15 
acres on Citrin Road, near the 
Taylor border If EDS was success¬ 
ful in this purchase it was agreed 
the City would drop their lawsuit 
and EDS would cap their 
Wahrman Road well. 

In November of 1995, City elec¬ 
tions brought new faces, two that 
would have a significant impact 
on negotiations. Former mayor, 
William Oakley, swept into office 
by a wide margin over McAnally 
and RECAP spokeserson Debbie 
Romak won a council seat. 
McAnally’s loss was attributed to 
the spiraling debt the City was ex¬ 
periencing due to attorney bills 
and Oakley’s campaign of fiscal in¬ 
tegrity 

In August of 1996 the tables 
turned. EDS scored a victory at 
the Court of Appeals level. Part of 
Judge Morcum’s decision had 
been overturned. The new ruling 
allowed EDS to seek permits, but 
did not lift the injunction. EDS 
was now in the enviable position 


of possibly having two well sites- 
Wahrman and Citrin. 

Wicklund, in declaring victory, 
said, “I can also say that the royal¬ 
ty offer is no longer on the negoti¬ 
ating table.” He added, “We have 
beein in court for two and a half 
years and this is very significant” 

“EDS still has to go through an 
intense state hazardous waste se¬ 
ries of hearings,” noted a dis¬ 
agreeing State Rep. Gregory Pito 
niak “They will be under intense 
scrutiny and that will provide the 
final outcome,” he noted. 

The real victory didn’t come 
until October of 1999 when the 
Court of Appeals overturned Mor¬ 
cum’s total decision, indicating 
that state law preempted City con¬ 
trol over the construction of haz¬ 
ardous waste wells. 

This was the end, or so it was 
thought, but Council voted to ap¬ 
peal. “It’s a very sad day for Ro¬ 
mulus, and if hazardous waste 
ever does flow here, it will be an 
even sadder day, “commented 
councilperson William 

Wadsworth. “It’s this councilman’s 
position that we should continue 
to fight EDS.” 

And continue to fight they did. 
The rest is recent history A settle¬ 
ment that offered the City a new 
set of royalties was rejected by 
CounciL That prompted the city’s 
insurance carrier, Risk Manage¬ 
ment, to indicate they may dump 
Romulus from their policy if they 
continued to fight and not settle. 

The City was defiant. Coun¬ 
cilperson Romak, in speaking for 
the majority said she was willing 
to accept the risk of a huge law¬ 
suit Her counterpart Wadsworth 
said the settlement proposal was 
“far from acceptable.” 

The Site Review Board, creat¬ 
ed in September of 1999, was an 
arm of the MDEQ formed to re¬ 
view EDS’s application and make 
a recommendation to accept or re¬ 
ject On March 21, 2000, in front of 
a anit-EDS crowd at Romulus 
High School, the board voted to 
recommend rejection by a 5-3 
vote. 

The tide had again turned, and 
EDS foes smelled victory. Eight 
months later those hopes were 
dashed as MDEQ overturned the 
SRB’s recommendation. MDEQ 
chastised the SRB, indicating sev¬ 
eral members were not objective 
from the outset and that the SRB 
hastily closed off hearing further 
testimony and failed to adequately 
deliberate the issues. 

That left one final public hear¬ 
ing- the January 17, 2001. Re¬ 
signed to the fact that EDS would 
be issued a construction permit 
for Citrin Road some time soon, 
residents still filled the high 
school with placards indicating 
their opposition. A casket with 
pallbearers paraded through the 
crowd showing what some thought 
would be the result if EDS were 
allowed to operate. A group of De¬ 
mocratic legislators were on hand 
to eloquently voice their displea¬ 
sure to MDEQ’s rulings. 

It was a wild show and prompt¬ 
ed many stories and letters in lo¬ 
cal newspapers and television sta¬ 
tions. The Democratic legislators 
lead by our own Ray Basham, 
have vowed to fight on, and Deb¬ 
bie Romak, perhaps the greatest 
opponent, will never quit her op¬ 
position, so she says. 

The comment period for the 
MDEQ process ended last Friday 
As of early Friday, the MDEQ has 
received few comments either 
way. They are expected to rule in 
the next month. Few expect them 
to turn down EDS this time.

EDS’s apparent victory means 
Romulus should talk settlement 


I’ve been around public issues 
longer than I would like to admit, 
but quite frankly, I have never en¬ 
countered an issue like the EDS 
deepwell, that has caused so much 
public division for such a long pe¬ 
riod of time. 

The deepwell concept was First 
introduced to Romulus back in 
1990, and to this day citizens, 
politicians and EDS officials con¬ 
tinue to battle its merits. After 10 
long years the scorecard still reads 
City 0, EDS 0, with lawyers earning 
$1,000,000’s. 

Unfortunately for friends and 
foes, alike, this project wasn’t 
something that EDS could pick-up 
and move. Resistance to it did not 
surface until EDS had spent near¬ 
ly $2,000,000 and completed the 
mile-long drilling 

One well has been drilled, but 
an injunction has stopped its use- 
age. A second well now appears 
ready to be drilled and put to use, 
barring any eleventh hour argu¬ 
ment that might change the minds 
of MDEQ officials that have al¬ 
ready given the green light to EDS 
to build. 


Opponents have put up a 
valiant fight, but it appears they 
have lost It is time for the City and 
those opponents to come to the ne¬ 
gotiating table and try to carve out 
the best deal possible for the City. 
Early on, EDS was willing to pay 
5% loyalties, then later promised 
$500,000 a year. This type of money 
could go a long way to curing any 
city Financial woes. 

The State with its long labori¬ 
ous approval process has proven 
the injection well process is safe. 
These types of wells have operat¬ 
ed since the 1950’s all over this 
country and Canada, without any 
major incidents. In my mind 
dumping wastewater a mile below 
our surface is hundred times safer 
than treating it and putting it back 
into our lakes and rivers or simply 
dumping it in a landfill. 

Speaking of landfills — we are 
unfortunate to see and smell these 
unsitely mountains of trash every 
way we look in western Wayne 
County The monuments to over¬ 
consumption are the highest 
points in Canton and Van Buren. 
EDS, in'jny opinion, has a better 
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idea by sending it deep into the 
ground. 

I’ve never really understood 
why those landfills haven’t met the 
same kind of resistance as EDS. I 
don’t understand, either, why our 
government officials didn’t eke out 
a royalty agreement like the one 
EDS proposes. 

Clearly dealing with trash and 
hazardous wastes has been one of 
America’s major problems for the 
past fifty years. We as people pro¬ 
duce it, but none us, want to get rid 
of it near our homes and schools. 

Well, whether we like it or not, 
government has told us EDS has 
every right to build their deepwell, 
here. It’s time to embrace the proj¬ 
ect and get a share of the profits 
so that Romulus will'have money 
to build a better future. 



Gracins slapped by Cox, Griffin 


Former Westland city council 
members David Cox and Trav 
Griffin have filed a “defamation” 
lawsuit against Brenda and Mario 
Gracin. The plaintiffs are alleging 
they were defamed when accused 
of violating the Open Meetings Act 
(a misdemeanor). 

The Gracins were leaders in 
the recall movement that resulted 
in removing four members of the 
council (two by resignation and 
two by defeat in the recall elec¬ 
tion). 

The lawsuit seems to fit the de¬ 
scription of “Strategic Lawsuits 
Against Public Participation” 
(SLAPP), a term coined to de¬ 
scribe lawsuits intended to intimi¬ 
date and silence public-spirited 
activists from participating in po¬ 
litical debate and silence others 
who might otherwise criticize gov¬ 
ernment 

The University of Denver’s Po¬ 
litical Litigation Project has stud¬ 
ied the phenomenon for 10 years. 
A 1996 book, “SLAPPs, Getting 
sued for speaking out” by George 
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Pring and Penelope Canan pro¬ 
vides a long list of constitutionally 
protected activities for which pri¬ 
vate citizens have been sued by 
current and former government 
officials. 

The Gracins say they never ac¬ 
cused anyone of breaking the law. 
The tenor of the recall campaign 
was that Cox and Griffin had sus¬ 
pended and humiliated the City 
Clerk before getting council ap¬ 
proval to Fire her. That act was 
characterized as vindictive retri¬ 
bution against a whistleblower 
who had accused them oF violat¬ 
ing election laws. Certainly the fil¬ 
ing of the lawsuit seems to vali¬ 
date the perception that Cox and 
Griffin are capable of pettiness 


and vindictiveness (aside from the 
SLAPP implications). 

The other two council mem¬ 
bers targeted for recall had voted 
to approve the Firing of the City 
Clerk (implying approval of the 
prior action). 

SLAPP lawsuits are rarely suc¬ 
cessful in collecting awards for 
the plaintiffs, but then that is not 
the main purpose in the first 
place. Defendants are put through 
an emotional wringer and often at 
exorbitant expense for lawyer 
fees. 

However, occasionally justice 
prevails. Recently Tim O’Brien, 
State Director of the Libertarian 
Party, was sued by the (former) 
mayor of Allen Park. O’Brien not 
only won the case but also re¬ 
ceived a court-ordered personal 
check from the mayor for his costs 
incurred in defending the lawsuit 

Cox and Griffin should drop 
their lawsuit or be remembered 
as vindictive politicians against 
public participation in govern¬ 
ment

Romak wrong about deep well 


To the editor: 

It has been an honor and privi¬ 
lege to have served you as a Ro¬ 
mulus Constable and as a uni¬ 
formed police officer from 1955 to 
1961, a Romulus Trustee from 
1961 to 1970, and as a Romulus city 
councilman from 1970 to 1973, 
1975 to 1985 and from 1987 to 1997, 
when I retired. In addition, I have 
served as a member of the Romu¬ 
lus Planning Commission. 

My responsibilities were to all 
of the citizens, not just a few noisy 
protesters. One of my responsibili¬ 
ties as your councilman was to 
protect your health, safety and 
welfare. Many of you may remem¬ 
ber that in the past I fought hand 
against dumps, landfills and other 
suspected polluters where there 
was just cause. 

I have lived in Romulus for 
over 50 years and have raised my 
family here. This is our home and 
we have many, many friends here. 

Lately, I have been watching 
the carrying-ons over EDS’ injec¬ 
tion well by Councilperson Deb¬ 
bie Romak, and am shocked and 
saddened. 

Romak says she has been fight¬ 
ing against the injection well since 
the beginning This is nonsense. 
She is doing her absolute best to 
mislead the good citizens of our 
community and representatives of 
the media, most of whom may not 
remember the past I ask you to 
think back: 

Where was Romak when The 
Romulus News reported on (Octo¬ 
ber 31,1990, “Deep Well Disposal 
of Toxic Waste May Come To Ro¬ 
mulus”? 

Why wasn’t Romak at the Ro¬ 
mulus City Council meeting on De¬ 
cember 10, 1990, when Mayor 
McAnally welcomed EDS into Ro¬ 
mulus and the Council approved 
the project? 


Where was Romak when The 
Romulus Roman reported on Jan¬ 
uary 17,1991, “Approve Waste Dis¬ 
posal Well In City”? All I know is 
she wasn’t Fighting EDS. 

Why did it take her three years 
to discover the well? I believe it’s 
because former Mayor McAnally 
didn’t want her involved until after 
she double-crossed EDS in late 
1993. 

You remember McAnally— 
she’s the one that invited EDS into 
Romulus, accepted the $500,000 
royalty for the city, watched as 
EDS spent $2,000,000 drilling its 
well and then double-crossed 
them for Filed a la suit against 
them. 

Our city has spent over 
$1,000,000 on lawyers fighting 
EDS, has lost every step of the 
way, and has also lost the $500,000 
Royalty (over thirty years that’s 
$15,000,000)! 

Every once in a while I hear 
someone ask “Why Romulus? Why 
did EDS pick Romulus as its well 
site?” EDS says its because of good 
geology, good transportation and 
because the waste waters are gen¬ 
erated here. All true. But I know 
the principal reason — its because 
Mayor McAnally invited them in, 
nothing more and nothing less. 

Had McAnally said NO, none of 
this would ever have happened. 

I believe it’s Finally time to ask 
what a lot of people have been 
whispering about for a long time: 
Is Romak being paid to protest 
against EDS? 

I think its mighty suspicious 
that Romak has been talking to 
EDS’ competitors, who have 
shown up at EDS’ public hearings 
to speak against the well. These 
competitors are currently dump¬ 
ing hazardous waste in the sewers 
that flow under our neighbor¬ 
hoods and schools. 


I can imagine the impact that 
EDS will have on these competi¬ 
tors — and how willing they might 
be to pay people to protest against 
the well. 

Two weeks ago, Romak called 
for “civil disobedience” at a public 
hearing about the well. Can you 
imagine — a public official who 
has sworn to uphold the law is 
now calling for the public to break 
the law?! Romak should immedi¬ 
ately resign from the city council 
for violating her oath of office. 

Lastly, I have read the reports 
from the USEPA, MDEQ , Univer¬ 
sity of Michigan, Western Michi¬ 
gan University and from the states 
of Ohio, Illinois, Florida, 
Louisiana, Texas, Colorado and 
California (there are thousands of 
injection wells in California) and 
from Canada These wells are safe 
— despite the propaganda put out 
by Romak. 

I know it’s hard for some of you 
to trust in the system. There was a 
time when I also had doubts. But 
the evidence is overwhelming, and 
it shows that Romak is just plain 
wrong 

EDS is here to stop the dump¬ 
ing in the sewers and has my full 
support As for Romak in my opin¬ 
ion she does not represent the best 
interests of our citizens and has 
caused our community a lot of em¬ 
barrassment 

I believe she is only interested 
in exploiting the well issue to fur¬ 
ther her political career She has 
caused our citizens to appear 
dumb for not knowing the facts, 
and lazy for refusing to find them 
out Enough’s enough. 

The voters tossed out McAnally 
in 1995. We should do the same to 
Romak this November
